But the real focus of 
ay’s new budget will be tax reform. 
The Tories have threatened to “do something” about tax reform since 
993 and last year’s Alberta Tax Review Committee pretty much laid out 

e ideological road map the Tories plan to follow on the way to that 
ythical place of simplicity, fairness and light. 
There are two main recommendations in the committee's final report 
e first suggests Alberta “un-hitch” its income tax calculations from the 
asic federal tax. This should prevent unilateral moves by the federal 
pvernment to reduce taxes and steal provincial thunder 
The committee’s other major recommendation is that instead of hav ing 
everal different tax brackets, as the federal income tax system does 
pw, Alberta should move toward a single rate of provincial income tax 
11 per cent, payable by all, no matter how much money they make. 
ey don’t call this a flat tax because “flat tax” has a reputation worse 
an Monica Lewinsky’s. But that’s exactly what it is. The Tories want to 
p basic provincial exemptions to just over $11,000 and eliminate all 
ther exemptions and tax credits. They say this would ensure low- 
ome Albertans don’t end up getting screwed and they claim as many 
70,000 Albertans would end up being dropped off the income tax rolls 
ogether.

“You count the number of visits 
to our sports facilities and it com- 
pares favorably to other things we 
support — the symphony and the 
arts and whatever else.” 

While Hole doesn’t expect a 
blank cheque from government, he 
told SEE that NHL teams should 
“expect help similar to what they 
provide other groups or cultural 
industries.” 

It cannot be questioned that pro- 
fessional hockey is part of Canada’s 
cultural fabric, according to Jock 
Osler, who is chair of the Alberta 
Foundation for the Arts, a provin- 
cial body that funds the arts. 
Hockey is culture, Osler observed, 
“but not as arts, as conventionally 
defined. 

“But it is absolutely an important 
part of the cultural fabric of any 
community,” he said. 

If professional hockey is a part of 
our culture, it is a part that is in 
serious trouble. Hole has joined 
officials from other Canadian teams 
in seeking financial support from 
the federal government, possibly in 
tax breaks. And next month, 
Industry Minister John Manley is 
expected to unveil a set of options 


Shelters overflowing: census of homeless paniet

for poverty issues at the University of Alberta last 
weekend, Edmonton’s poorest residents still won- 
dered if they'd have a place to sleep at nights. 

Officials from shelters across the city are hoping the 
warm weather will blow in soon, cutting demand for 
beds. But centres like the Urban Manor and the 
Women’s Emergency Accommodation Centre, (WEAC) 
say there’s no relief in sight, even if spring arrives. 

“We're full,” said Susan Irvine, director of Urban 
Manor. The centre is an overflow shelter, offering beds 
to the homeless when everyone else is full. And even

that would help NHL teams in 
Canada to compete financially. 

But the very thought of a tax 
break for professional sports teams 
has brought cries of protest from 
fans and politicians alike. 

“T resent it when my tax money is 
used to restructure the Coliseum so 
that I can’t go there,” said Allan 
Warrack, a business professor at 
the University of Alberta. As a fan, 
he’s angry that federal money was 
used to upgrade the Skyreach 
Centre by way of building skybox 
seats few people can afford. The 
list of complaints from fans goes 
on: corporations write off the costs 
of their tickets but average fans 
can’t. And renovations made it diffi- 
cult to allow fans much meaningful 
contact with players. 

An élitist attitude has developed, 
Warrack suggests. 

“You try to maybe get your kid 
down there to see the players close 
up and you are treated like a leper. 
No wonder people are fed up.” 

Warrack isn’t surprised the feder- 
al government is developing a sup- 
port package for pro hockey. But 
he predicts the public won't buy it. 

“There is not going to be a sup- 
portive mood,” he predicted. 

On the question of hockey as a 
cultural endeavor, Warrack agrees 
the game is important. 

“But boy, many of our arts and 
culture activities are so starved that 
they have got a much more valid 
call on public support than these 
private businesses that are hockey 
teams,” he added. 

A spokesperson for Manley told 
SEE that any financial breaks hock- 
ey teams get will probably be con- 
tingent on financial participation 
from municipal and provincial gov- 
ernments. 

But Edmonton Reform MP and 
Industry critic Rahim Jaffer says 
any subsidy would anger 
Canadians. 

“A lot of Canadians, when they 
see the amount of money hockey 
players are paid, feel that if you are

year ago, at the 1998 Juno Awards recognizing excellence 
A=: Canadian music, hip-hop group Rascalz refused its 

award, citing a lack of support by the Juno committee and 
the relegation of that portion of the show to a non-televised 
time slot. At this year’s Junos, the Northern Touch project, 
which features Rascalz plus several other prominent 
Canadian rappers, won for best rap recording 

Members of Rascalz were not only in the crowd to accept 
— this time on TV — but Northern Touch performed at the 
awards ceremony, providing what some called the highlight 
of the night. 

Canadian R&B music, meanwhile, continues to be under- 
recognized, at least according to Toronto-based singer Jully 
Black, who comes to Edmonton’s Crystal Lounge (10336 
Jasper Ave.) Saturday, March 13, with the Baby Blue Sound 
Crew. In a recent interview, Black said she has mixed emo- 
tions about what Rascalz has done and said in the past year 
about Canadian hip hop. 

“I don’t mind that they didn’t take the award (in 1998), but I 
don’t think they should've performed this year. I think it was 
way too quick. I think the Junos are saying, ‘here, sucks. Just 
perform, you sucky babies.” 

You meet a lot of people in the hip-hop/R&B scene — from 
reporters to producers to artists, and so on. Some are decent 
human beings as well as being consummate professionals. 
And some are downright shady. 

Jully Black is one of the professionals, a young songbird 
who has opened many eyes to a concept in Canadian music 
that has been overlooked way too long. R&B has yet to find a 
true leader in Canada, a voice that can blaze the trails and set 
the standard for others to follow. Black may be that person. 

The following are excerpts from our interview. At one 
point, I asked Black if she was becoming famous enough in 
the Toronto scene that people ask her for autographs. 

Jully Black; Yes, they do. It’s so funny; I came to work one 
day and on my desk there was a card — “Jully Black: The 
Canadian Diva.” 

REMIX: Do you consider yourself a Canadian diva? 

It depends on what your definition of diva is. See, if I say 
yes, you might think I’m being mad cocky. But, for my age 
and for the talent that I have and the way I’ve expressed it, 
yes. I'm never content with what I do, though. My motto is: “If 
you're content, don’t do it. You're too comfortable.” 

Talk to me about The Circle or Figurez of Speech crew. 

It’s so funny, because our crew has about 13 people and 
within the crew, there’s sub-crews. We all go on outings. For 
instance, in December, Saukretes rented this cabin up north. 
Let me tell you, this cabin had 10 bedrooms and a pool inside, 
okay? Choclair’s going outside on nature hikes. We're like, 
“nature hikes!? In the winter!? What’s wrong with you?” We 
hear the man running from raccoons. We do fun things like 
that. 

Tara Chase and I, we're the only women in the crew, and 
we're really good friends. We’re like, “we'd better stick 
together, because the fellas can be hard on us sometimes.”

The Monarch Brothers were one 
of the buzz bands of the weekend 
and it was easy to hear why. This 
five-piece roots rock band has all 
the bases covered — solid rhythm 
section, good guitar and keyboard 
soloing, strong signature lead 
vocals. There’s lots of different 
textures sonically, lead singer Ron 
Bock plays acoustic guitar, and 
the keyboardist has all kinds of 
organic sounds. The Monarch 
Brothers have a brand spanking 
new album on indie Bumstead 
Records and are managed by label 
head Larry Wanagus.

Workshop West launches annual new play fest

dmonton is a theatre town and 
Beciences are accustomed to 

seeing exciting and innovative 
work written by Albertans for 
local production. The fruits of our 
theatrical bounty are visible on 
almost all the city’s stages and in 
the intensely popular Fringe 
Festival. 

What isn’t so obvious is how 
these plays get developed and how 
our cadre of playwrights got to be 
so proficient and talented at their 
craft. A part of the answer to that 
conundrum is Workshop West's 
Springboard New Play Festival. 
The fifth annual edition kicks off 
this week. 

“Springboards has always pre- 
sented plays that are in all age 
ent stages of development,” 
David Mann, Workshop We: 
artistic director. “Audiences to 
these three weekends of cabaret- 
style workshop performances get 
to see how you could develop 
these plays in the future.” 

Springboards is a vital develop- 
mental stage for Edmonton play- 
wrights, offering a bridge between 
a primary workshop of a script 
and a full production of the play by 
a theatre company.

“Here at Springboards, the play- 
wright gets to see the play rehears- 
ed and presented in front of an 
audience with the opportunity of 
feedback from all the different par- 
ticipants.
